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CONSTITUTION 

OF   THE 

BAPTIST  STATE  CONYENTION  OF  JV.  C. 


Article  I.  This  Institution  sl'.all  be  called  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Art.  II.  The  primary  ohjects  of  this  Convention  shall  he  the 
education  of  young  men  called  of  God  to  the  Gospel  ministry, 
and  approved  by  the  Churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong  • 
the  circuLation  of  Bibles  and  religious  books,  the  employment  of 
Missionaries  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  and  a  co-operation 
with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  mis- 
sions in  general. 

Art.  III.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  distinct 
from  each  other,  and  punctually  appropriated,  agreeably  to  the 
specific  intention  of  contributors. 

Art.  IV.  Every  Association  in  the  State  shall  be  entitled  to 
f<end  three  delegates  to  the  Convention,  irrespective  of  any  funds 
contributed  by  said  Associations  to  the  objects  of  the  Conven- 
tion. Every  Association,  Institution,  or  individual,  for  every  ten 
dollars  paid  into  the  Treasury  shall  be  allowed  to  send  one  dele- 
gate, who  shall  be  a  member  of  a  Baptist  Church. 

Art.  V.  Any  regular  member  of  a  Baptist  Church,  by  contri- 
buting at  one  time,  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of 
tlie  Convention,  may  become  a  life  member,  provided  he  or  she 
continue  a  member  in  good  standing  in  a  Baptist  Church  to  which 
he  or  she  belongs. 

Art.  VL  All  Associations  expending  funds  for  State  Missions 
or  Colportage  under  the  direction  of  their  respective  Boards  and 
reporting  tlie  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Convention  sha'll  be 
entitled  to  one  delegate  to  the  body  for  every  fifty  dollars  so  ex* 
pended. 

Art.  VII.  Any  mcmberof  any  Baptist  Church,  and  every  Bap- 
tist Church  or  Association  in  this  State,  paying  funds  for  Foreioro 


or  Domestic  3Iissioiis  to  the  Boards  of  the  Sontbern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, and  producing  the  receipts  therefor  to  our  Treasurer 
shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  this  Convention. 

Art,  YIII.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  an- 
nually shall  be  a  President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Correspond- 
ing and  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Auditor. 

Aet.  IX.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  a  Board  or  Boards 
consisting  of  as  many  members  as  the  Convention  may  deem  nec- 
essary, who  shall  conduct  the  operations  of  the  Convention  in  the 
different  departments  of  its  labor;  and  the  officers  of  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  ex-officio  members  ol  the  several  Boards  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

Aet.  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all 
the  meetings  ol  the  Convention  ;  and  of  the  Vice-Presidents  to 
oreslde  in  case  of  his  absence  according  to  seniority.  The  Sec- 
retaries shall  be  required  to  discharge  the  duties  appropriate  to 
their  respective  offices.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  funds  of 
the  Convention  to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Boards  ;  shall 
give  security  lor  the  faitliful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  shall  mal'o 
an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures^  which  shall  be 
audited  and  published  with  the  Minutes. 

Aet.  XI.  The  boards  shall  meet  quarterly  or  often er,  at  suc]> 
time  and  place  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  designate;  when 
they  shall  adopt  sucli  measures  as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into 
effect  the  objects   of  the  Convention. 

Art.  XII.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  sub- 
jeet  to  the  direction  of  the  Convention  or  its  Boards,  whose  duty 
It  shall  be  to  visit  Associations,  Churches,  &c.,  and  endeavor  to 
secure  their  co-operation  with  this  Institution. 

Art.  XIII.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art.  XIV.  The  Con\  ention  shall  require  of  its  Boards  a  full 
report  of  all  their  proceedings  at  each  annual  meetmg. 

Art.  XV.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  at 
any  annual  meeting  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 


RULES  OF  ORDEH. 


I.  Every  meeting  for  business  sliall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
prayer,  either  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  some  one  whom  he 
shall  appoint. 

II.  Every  speaker  shall  arise  and  address  the  President  on  any 
subject  to  be  discussed. 

III.  Xo  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded  ;  and  no  mem- 
ber shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion,  without  spe- 
cial leave  of  the  Convention. 

IV.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot ;  the  other  officers 
in  any  way  the  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  from 
among  the  members. 

V.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice,  unless 
otherwise  directed. 

VI.  During  ihe  hours  of  business  all  private  conversation, walk- 
ing across  or  out  of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the  President 
first  obtained,  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order. 

VII.  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  each  day  previous 
to  proceeding  to  business. 

VIII.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the 
mover,  and  handed  to  the  Chair  or  Secretar}^,  before  they  are  de- 
bated. 

IX.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay 
on  the  table,  or  to  amend,  which  several  motions  shall  have  pre> 
cedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.  But  no  motion 
or  proposition  on  a  subject  difterent  from  that  under  consirT ora- 
tion, shall  be  admitted  un<)(;r  color  of  amendiuent. 

X.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  ma,v'e  and  carried  \u  ihc  af~ 
iirmative  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who 
voted  with  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  therof  on 
the  same  day.  » 

XI.  When  the  reading  of  any  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  object- 
ed to  by  a  member,  it  shall  be  determined  b}'  a  vote  of  the  Con- 
vention. 


XII.  INTo  meml>er  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the 
Convention  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

XIII.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution, 
shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

XIV.  Should  the  presiding  officer  faW  to  enforce  the  foreo-oin" 
regulations,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  untrue  to  his  trust  and  shall 
l>e  liable  to  be  reminded  ot  his  duty  by  any  member  present.

EEPOKT  Ox^  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  ASSOCIATION. 
In  presenting  a  summary  of  the  labors  of  the  year  now  about  to  close, 
in  this  interesting  department  of  christian  efibrt,  we  record  with  pecu- 
liar satisfaction,  the  tokens  of  God's  favor  and  blessing.  The  unset- 
tled state  of  the  public  mind,  the  perplexing  and  embarrassing  influ- 
ences of  poverty  and  debt,  the  losses  of  our  churches  in  strength  and 
piety,  devotion  and  zeal,  have  all  been  felt,  Avith  much  force  by  the 
cause  of  Sunday  Scliool.  But  this  year  is  drawing  to  its  close  under 
far  niore  favorable  circumstances  than  did  the  last,  and  there  is  aburi- 
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dant  cause  for  sincere  gratitude  to  our  merciful  Heavenly  Father,  and 
for  encourasjement  to  us  to  press  forward  in  the  work  of  training  the 
young  for  Christ. 

CAUSES    FOR    GRATITUDE. 

Among  these  may  be  named  the  immense  increase  in  the  nu.iibcr  of 
schools  and  attendants.  There  are  no  reliable  data  on  which,  to  base 
an  accurate  estimate  of  this  increase,  but  a  moderate  calculation  of 
present  strength  places  the  whole  number  of  schools  under  control  of 
Baptists  at  over  GOO,  and  the  number  of  officers,  teachers  and  pupils 
at  40,000.  This  is  believed  to  be  rather  beiow,  than  above,  the  actual 
numbers. 

The  large  number  of  conversions  among  the  attendants  of  these 
schools  may  also  be  named.  Our  statistics  on  this  point  are  not  full 
or  accurate,  but  sufficient  is  known  to  warrant  the  conviction  that  five- 
sevenths  of  all  the  conversions  among  Baptists  in  our  State,  during  this 
year,  have  been  among  regular  attendants  of  Sabbath  Schools.  The  in- 
fluence of  the  schools  upon  the  active  piety  of  the  churches  is  manifest, 
in  the  organization  of  regular  prayer  meetings,  increased  iuterest  in 
sacred  singing,  discussion  of  plans  of  systematic  contributions,  diffusion 
of  religious  readhig,  and  the  reading  and  studying  of  God's  Holy  Word. 

CAUSES   FOR  EXCOUKA.GEMEXT. 

The  wide-spread  awakening  o^  interest  in  the  subject,  the  general 
disposition  of  our  people  to  study  the  work  in  all  its  bearings  and  as- 
pects, and  to  incorporate  every  vaUiable  inprovement  with  our  present 
systems ;  the  disposition  to  banish  and  avoid  routine  ;  the  hearty  co- 
opperation  of  men  of  all  professions  and  various  views  and  interests  ;  the 
readiness  v»i til  which,  merely  moral  men — men  cf  the  world  engage  in 
the  cause  ;  and  the  eagerness  of  the  young  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
benefits  flowing  from  ?.  well  conducted  Sabbath  School,  are  not  the 
most  important  of  these  causes.  Other  and  greater  causes  maybe 
found  in  the  blessedness  of  laboring  for  the  Master  in  a  cause  which  He 
has  blessed  in  so  eminent  a  degree,  that  of  training  the  youth  of  the 
land  to  love  ti'.e  Savior  and  to  labor  for  Him  in  the  freshness  and  vigor 
of  life's  morni^.g. 

PLAN    OF    0ri:P.A.TI0X. 

Atteiiip'-  have  been  made  to  orgaii-^e  ^'o.  entire  Baptist  forces  in 
the  State,  t'lroughthe  district  Associations,  by  the  appointment  of 
Sunday  School  Missionaries,  General  Superintendents,  or  S  S.  Com- 
mittees in  each  Association,  to  have  general  direction  and  control  of 
the  work,  each  in  his  own  field  or  district,  it  being  specially  desired 
that  a  permanent  Convention  be  organized  for  each  district,  and  that 
all  destitute  places  be  carefully  searched  out  and  supplied  with  schools. 
Tliese  attempts  have  been  eminently  successful,  and  now  almost  the 
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entiiv  territory  covered  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  is  thus  placed 
in  sympathy  and  active  co-operation  with  our  Association.  The  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  in  the  prosecution  of  these  plans  attended  the 
last  session  of  the  Western  Bapti.st  Convention  and  of  two  Associations 
connected  with  that  body.  From  causes  not  now  necessary  to  be 
named,  our  churches  in  that  region  are  working  under  the  auspicies  of 
the  American  Sunday  School  Union.  The  two  Associations  named 
above,  made  a  request  to  the  Western  Convention  to  appoint  a  general 
Superintendent  of  Sunday  Schools  of  that  body,  to  co-operate  with  our 
body,  but  owhig  to  opposition  in  influential  quarters,  that  body 
failed  to  makesucli  appointment.  I'here  is,  liowever,  a  kirge  number 
of  influential  brethren  among  the  Baptists  of  that  section,  who  earnest- 
ly desire  to  introduce  Baptist  material  into  their  schools,  and  to  adopt 
some  general  plan  of  orgranization  lor  the  Baptists  as  such  in  the  ter- 
ritory covered  by  the  Western  Convention.  Is  it  asking  too  much  of 
the  Baptists  of  this  Convention,  to  beg  that  they  enable  us  to  appoint 
at  least  tvro  missionaries  in  that  region  ?  There  is  every  assurance 
that  such  appointment  would  give  satisfaction,  and  that  a  considerable 
part  of  their  support  could  be  raised  in  their  respective  fields  of  labor. 

J^IFFICULTIES    ENCOrNTERED. 

In  the  general  work  of  our  Associatioi^,  the  principal  •difflculties 
have  been  found  in  the  financial  and  political  troubles  of  the  times,  pov- 
erty and  debt,  repeated  failures  of  crops,  a  certain  degree  of  demorali- 
zation among  our  churches  and  other  religious  bodies,  discourgement 
and  gloom  in  many  hearts,  and  inability  or  in  disposition  to  contribute 
money  to  aid  the  Association  in  the  prosecution  of  its  plans.  In  the 
work  itself,  among  the  churches  and  schools,  the  chief  difficulty  has 
been  the  want  of  competent  Superintendents  and  Teachers  to  carry  on 
the  work.  The  former  causes  may  be  removed  or  weakened  in  their 
force  by  the  gradual  return  of  order  and  the  supremacy  of  civil  law,  in 
a  brighter  day  of  prosperity,  and  the  Grace  of  God  iu  tlie  hearts  of  his 
people  ;  but  the  latter  can  only  be  overcome  by  years  of  patient  per- 
severance and  labor,  the  frequent  assembling  of  teachers  for  the  dif- 
fusion of  information,  mutual  encouragement  and  discussion.  Of  the 
coiTectness  of  our  plans  and  their  adaptedness  to  overcome  the  ob- 
stacles named,  we  are  fully  convinced,  and  therefore  feel  determined 
to  persevere  in  the  course  marked  out. 

WORK   PEHFOIOIEI). 

Nearly  all  the  funds  used  by  the  Association  in  its  operations  have 
been  contributed  by  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  congregation 
in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  over  $1,650  having  been  obtained  from  that 
source  alone.  The  total  amount  of  funds  raised  during  the  year  by 
those  employed  by  the  Association  is  $2,580.96,  of  which  $837.09  were 
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obtained  by  brother  Robert  S.  Prichard,  and  were  coDtributed  for 
specified  objects  such  as  Assoclational  Missions  in  the  Pamlico  Associ- 
ation, or  in  the  particular  district  where  they  were  raised,  as  will  l>e 
shown  under  the  proper  head  in  this  report  The  labors  of  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  have  been  directed  more  to  organizn".v;  ichools 
and  conventions  and  forwarding  the  work  in  diiferent  portions  of  the 
State  than  to  raising  money,  trusting  that  the  Sunday  School  Associa- 
tion would  share,  in  common  with  the  other  objects  of  the  Convention 
the  contributions  of  the  churches.  But  a  very  limited  number  remem- 
bered us  in  distributing  their  gifts.  The  most  gratifying  results  have 
followed  the  labors  bestowed  upon  ihe  organization  of  schools.  In  one 
region  of  the  country,  about  30  miles  in  length  where  there  were,  last 
year,  not  more  than  200  persons  engaged  in  two  Sunday  Schools,  there 
have  been  this  year,  more  than  2,500,  and  most  of  the  schools  have 
been  blessed  v.-ith  gracious  revivals,  resulting  in  the  conversion  of  over 
200  souls.  Surely  Gcd  has  condescended  to  bles^s  thosel^ngaged  in  this 
work. 

buother  fp.ichap.d's  LXBoits. 

Providence  directed  me  first  to  Pamlico  Association.  Thirteen  coun- 
ties are  enabraced  iu  this  body;  oiiiV  cne-cighth  of  their  territor}',  how- 
ever, is  occupied  by  Baptists;  much  of  it  by  no  denomination.  Preach 
ing  of  some  kind  is  acccssable  to  many  of  the  adults,  but  in  the  portion 
visited  !)y  me,  400  square  mih^s  lying  between  the  Xeusc  and  Pamlico 
rivers,the  children  are  fearfully  neglected,  scarcely  one  out  of  one  hundred, 
of  ih?,  thousands  of  little  ones  here,  knowing  enough  of  Christ  to  believe 
on  him  ;  nor  are  they  likely  to  find  out  more  from  their  parents.  To  a 
majority  of  them ,  Jesus  is  a  name  coupled  only  with  profanity.  Can  the 
Sunday  School  Association  accomplish  anything  here  ?  I  believe  the 
whole  youth  of  this  whole  region  could  now  be  won  over  to  the  truth  as 
held  by  Baptists,  and  a  deep,  Uroad  foundation  laid  for  rebuilding  the 
Lord's  house  in  this  part  of  the  State.  There  is  not  only  no  opposition, 
but  an  eager  desire  on  the  p  irt  of  old  and  young  for  the  organization  of 
Sunday  Schools,  Not  a  man,  woaian,  or  child  was  disix)3ed  to  hinder 
my  effo/ts.  'J'he  ground  is  almost  unoccupied  by  other  denominations, 
and  we  ijave  only  to  enter  and  take  possession.  A  few  men  can  accom- 
plish a  vast  work,  for  a  single  missionary  may  organize  and  oversee  a 
larire  nninl)cr  of  schools. 

God  has  otten  blessed  this  peculiar  means  in  working  wonderful  results. 

During  the  three  weeks  of  my  stay  here,  I  organized  three  schools,  and 
there  were  unlimited  calls  for  another.  I  left  the  Association,  convinced, 
that  the  people  and  the  children  are  ready,  and  the  Lord  is  waiting  to 
bless. 

In  the  West,  some  days  were  spent  with  United  Baptists  and  Lewis 
Fork  Assocationa,     A  small  portion  only  of  these  churches  report  Sun- 
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day  SdiooU.  but  tbe  brothrcn  are  aroiiseil.     Two  taitliful  mi-sionarica 
Avcre  appointed. 

In  the  Chowan  Association,  an  enthusiasm,  not  fitful,  but  I  trust,  de?p 
and  steady,  pervades  that  region,  and  shows  fruit  in  mush  earnest  Sun- 
day Schotd  labor. 

With  these  results,  from  a  very  liniitsd  expenditure  of  men  and  money, 
what  may  we  not  hope  lor,  with  an  earnest,  extended,  united,  powerful 
et!ort  ?  "Jehovah  Nissi."  The  Lord  is  our  banner.  Let  us,  therefore, 
go  up  and  possess  the  Old  North  State,  fjr  we  are  fully  able. 

The  liberality  of  many  of  the  churches  visited  by  me,  deserves  especial 
mention.  No  cause  I  believe,  appeals  so  powerfully  to  the  hearts  and 
purses  of  good  men,  as  this  labor  for  the  souls  ot  children  My  time, 
while  employed  by  the  Association,  has  been  occupied  as  follows  :

Miicli  has  been  done,  but  more  remains  for  us  to  do.  We  should  not 
be  satisfied  with  less  thnn  a  number  of  Sunday  Scool  workers  at  least 
equal  to  the  full  number  of  church  members.  If  there  are  70,000  Bap- 
tists in  North  Carolina,  then  we  ought  to  report  to  the  next  session  of 
the  Convention  a  like  or  greater  number  of  persons  actively  engaged  in 
the  Sunday  Schoolii.  This  can  be  done.  A  vigorous,  eajnest? 
united  effort  on  their  j  art  ot  those  now  engT3ged  in  the 
work,  with  the  divlDe  favor,  will  accomplish  it.  Then  we  should  not 
stop  short  of  a  well  conducted  School  in  every  church.  This  is  now 
almost  realized.  A  comparatively  small  number  of  our  chun  hes  are  still 
without  schools.  These  must  be  supplied.  Some  of  our  Associations 
are  yet  without  organized  Conventions.  "  Some  of  our  Ministers  are  still 
indifferent,  (to  use  a  mild  term)  to  the  progress  of  the  Sunday  School 
work.  There  are  two  important  fields,  named  elsewhere  in  this  report, 
tb^t  ought  to  be  occupied  at  once  by  active  agents  or  colporteurs  fioni 
our  Associations. 

To  enable  us  to  carry  on  the  work   so  suspiciously  begun,  we  must 
have  the  confidence,  the  sympathy,  the  co-operation,  and  the  contribu- 
tions of  our  brethren  thronghout  the  State.     We  feel  that  we  are  not 
presumptuous  in  asking  that  the  comributions  of  the  churches  and  Asso- 
ciations may  hereafter  be  divided  in  such  way  as  to  include  the  Sunday 
School  cause,  and  that  good  brethren  and  sisters  remember  us  kindly, 
and  send  us  unasked  gifts,   accorapauied  with  the  fervent  prayer  for  a 
blessing  on  us  and  the  gift      We  also  ask  that  brethren  and  sisters  iden- 
tify themselves  with  us  by  constituting  themselves  members  of  our  As- 
sociation by  contributions  of  money,  and  that  the  chnrches  and  Sunday 
Schools    testify    their  regard  for  faithful  pastors,   superintendents,   or 
teachers,  by  raising  a  sufficient  sum  to  make  them  members.     One  hun- 
dred dollars  contributed  in  this  way  v.ill  maktt  your  pastor  a  life-mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  and  place  his  name  on  the  Book  of  Rememb<irance. 
which  will  perpetuate  the  name  and  preserve  a  brief  biography  of  all 
such  members.     Five  dollars  entitles  its  cnntribu-or  to  member.diip  for 
five  years,  also  to  a  beautiful  and  appropriate  certificate,  and  a  place  in 
another  book  kept  for  the  purpose.     One  dollar  entith-s  its  contributor 
to  annual  membership,  and  the  names  of  these  are  all  kept  in  a  neat 
record  book.     In  the  city  of  Raleigh,  there  are  fourteen  life-members,  by 
their  own  contributions  ;  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Church  made  their  Pastor 
one  ;  the  Baptist  Sunday  School^  in  the  same  city,  made   their  Superin- 
tendent one;  the  Church  and  Sunday  School  at  Wake  Forest  made  the 
beloved  Presiaent  of  the  College  one  ;  at  a  Sunday  School  Convention  at 
Ahoskie  Church,  Prof.  James  A.  Uelke  was  made  a  life-member;  the 
Church  at  Sawyer's  Creek  contributed  over  $100  to  make  their  beloved 
Pastor,  Elder  J.  D.  Hufhjm,  a  life-member  ;  the  Pamlico  Association,  at 
Greenville,  gave  over  $100  to  make  their  Missionary,  Elder  C.  J.  Nelson, 
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«  life-momher ;  the  Lewis  Fork  Association  gave  over  $100  to  make  their 
M  sionary,  Bro.  C.  C.  Poole,  a  life-member.  Will  not  other  cLurches 
ftj^-'l  s»cli(>ols  follow  these  generous  «xamples?  We  commend  this  feature 
of  'Am  Association  to  our  brethren,  and  invite  them  to  come  to  our  aid. 
""he  harvest  truly  is  plenteous."  The  fields  are  already  white.  The 
work  is  delightful.  The  reward  is  sure.  Le?s  expenditure  of  men  and 
means  is  required  to  carry  on  this  work  than  any  other  department  of 
Christian  ellbt.  It  is  in  our  midst.  The  cause  is  a  meritorious  one. 
Kone  will  deny  this.  1I-.  Ip,  brethren,  and  may  the  blessing  of  God  at- 
tend the  labors  of  his  people  in  this,  as  in  the  other  objects  which  we  are 
met  to  promote. 

It  will  doubtless  be  a  gratilying  fact,  that  the  Association  is  entirely 
out  I  f  debt,  and  every  fflort  will  \<i-  m  tde  to  keep  it  so.

Friday  Morning,  November  12,  1869. 

Prayer  meeting  conducted  by  Deacon  Benjamin  Oliver.  In- 
teresting remarks  were  made  by  Rev.  R.  R.  Savage,  Dr.  James 
B.  Taylor,  and  Bro.  B.  Oliver. 

Convention  was  called  to  order  by  President  Brooks. 

An  invitation  to  visiting  brethren  was  accepted  by  Elder  J. 
B.  Taylor,  D.  D.,  representing  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Dr.  Pritchard  read  the  following 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS, 

Brethren  :— We  have  to  thank  an  all  merciful  God  tor  his  preserving 
care  during  another  Conventional  year.  This  has  been  a  year  of  trial, 
and  yet  we  think  a  year  not  without  results  so  far  as  the^work  committed 
to  our  care  is  concerned. 
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The  last  Convention  held iu  Ilillisboro' clearly  indicated  as  its  desire 
that  there  should  be  an  earnest  effort  made  to  introduce  some  sjgtem  of 
benevolence  in  the  State,  and  recommended  a  plan  of  sjstem^tic  benev- 
olence to  the  churches  for  adoption.  The  plan  recommended  proved  ob- 
jectionable to  some  pastors  and  some  churches.  I  have  not  felt  it  im- 
portant to  press  the  tiuancial  plan  of  the  Convention,  being  fully  assured 
that  all  that  was  desired  by  the  Convention  was  the  urging  of  some  plan 
which  should  bring  in  regular  contributions  to  the  object  of  christian 
benevolence;  and  hence,  in  the  circulation  of  the  plan  recommended  by 
the  Cvonvention,  lurged  its  adoption  with  such  changes  or  modifioatons 
as  might  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  churches. 

I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  there  has  been  a  general  awaken- 
ing in  all  parts  of  the  State,  upon  the  subject  of  systematic  benevolence, 
and  that  a  large  numl^er  of  tlie  churches  have  adopted  a  system,  and  arc 
tiow  contributing,  some  weekly,  some  monthly,  and  others  quarterly,  to 
the  objects  of  the  Convention.  I  have  corresponded  with  nearly  all  the 
pastors  in  the  State,  whose  names  I  could  procure,  and  also  v/ith  %  large 
number  of  influential  brethren,  and  all  whose  sentiments  I  have  been 
able  to  gather  are  united  in  the  opinion  that  much  more  can  be  accom- 
plished by  the  system  i)roposed,  if  wc  can  secure  its  adoption  by  the 
masses  of  church  members, 

A  practical  difficulty,  however,  in  our  way,  and  one  which  militates 
against  its  introduction  in  this  State,  more,  perhaps,  than  in  someothers 
is  the  want  of  men  in  our  churches  who  will  unceasingly  and  untiringly 
prosecute  the  plans  adopted.  We  are  chiefly  a  rural  people,  and  to  carry 
out  faithfully  and  energetically  any  plan  involves  great  labor  and  selt* 
denial  on  the  part  of  those  charged  with  the  duty.  As  the  people  arc 
more  scattered  in  the  country,  and  as  a  consequence,  more  divided  in 
thought  and  sentiment,  than  in  towns  and  cities,  it,  of  course,  takes  a 
longer  time  to  inaugurate  new  measures,  and  as  they  are  generally  more 
conservative,  they  are  more  likely  to  offer  opposition  to  any  pro 
posed  chang-es,  and  hence  more  moral  courage  is  required  on  the  part  of 
those  who  would  make  these  changes.  It  is,  therefore,  not  a  matter  of 
great  surprise,  that  some  who  advocated  systematic  benevolence  in  our 
public  meetings,  and  do  so  even  enthusiastically,  cannot  be  induced  to 
take  hold  of  the  plans  when  offered  to  their  churches.  Now,  if  we  could 
dirainiih  the  number  of  those  who  "  say  and  do  not,"  and  would,  as  a 
denomination,  do  what  we  say  we  will  in  our  Conventions,  there  would  h* 
no  want  ©f  means,  even  in  this  impoverished  country,  to  accomplish, 
under  the  blessings  of  the  Lord,  all  we  desire,  in  all  the  departments  of 
christian  labor. 

Another  diflSculty,  which  we  have  seriously  felt,  as  a  Board,  is  found 
in  the  change  itself,  eo  sudden  and  so  radical. 

The  churches  seemed  almost  unanimously  to  desire  that  they  should 
he  left  to  adopt  their  own  plans.     But  many  of  them  were  tardy  in  the 
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adoption  of  any  plan,  and  our  work,  as  a  consequence,  "was  fieriousW  em- 
barrassed. Our  usual  income,  for  the  first  part  of  the  year,  was  greatly 
diminished,  and  we  had  reasons  to  fear  that  the  plan  recommenced  by  the 
Convention  would  prove  a  failure. 

If  the  plan  of  systematic  benevolence  could  have  been  gradually  intro- 
duced, and  the  friends  of  the  plan  contented  themselves  with  laboricg 
for  its  adoption  without  attacking  former  plans  of  operations,  we  seriously 
believe  that  much  more  c-uld  have  been  accomplished  this  year,  not- 
withstanding the  droui^ht  which  has  prevailed  so  extensively  in  our 
State,  than  in  any  previuus  year  of  our  history.  But  it  is  very  difficult 
to  effect  a  change  in  anything  without  attacking  that  which  already  exists. 
Such  has  been  the  course  ol  some  who  have  labored  zealously  in  the  cause 
of  christian  benevolence.  Tlicy  have  bt  en  iorgetful  of  the  fact  that  be- 
nevoleiice  is  the  great  jf  vv;  uinp  doctrine  of  the  Bible,  and  not  the  plan 
of  benevolence.  True,  an  apostle  does  indicate  a  plan  to  tlie  churcli 
at  Corinth,  but  at  the  s:-.u.t'  time  uiimistakably  intimates  his  intention 
to  pursue  another  plan,  if  they  had  failed  to  pursue  the  plan  he  had 
marked  out  f(ir  them,  und  hence  i  ublic  collections,  as  well  as  systenjatic 
contiii  Titions  upon  the  fiist  ray  oi  the  week,  has  the  sanction  of  the 
Apo.^Ie  Paul,  or  at  least  a  f  olh  ction  by  Limsdf  as  an  agent,  is  the  aiter- 
iiative  ^\ith  the  church  ut  Corinth. 

The  phm  adv(  cnted  may  have  divine  f^anction,  but  does  it  follow  that 
no  other  p'an  has  divine  siU)ction  ?  Just  here,  I  think,  has  been  the 
mistake.  We  have  desired  the  introduction  of  some  system  of  benevo- 
lence, but  in  our  ardor  to  introduce,  we  have  proceeded  nponthe  supt>osi- 
tion  that  this  plan  alone  is  righi,  and  hence  all  others  are  wrong.  Sys- 
tematic benevolence  in  all  of  our  churches  is  the  end  in  view — a  system 
which  shall  reach  every  member  of  the  church  is  the  point  to  be  gained, 
but  is  the  abolition  of  every  oth(  r  plan  necessary  to  this  end  ?  U  hen  the 
end  shall  have  been  attained,  an  occasiot  al  visit  from  an  agent,  yea  a 
collection  by  an  agent  may  be  necessary  to  the  system  itself.  If  the  sys- 
tem now  existed  in  al!  of  our  churches,  without  the  spirit  of  a  more  en- 
tire consecration  on  the  part  of  the  mfmbership  to  the  cause  of  Christ, 
and  a  deeper  and  a  m(Te  abiding  interest  in  the  extension  of  Bis  kingdom 
on  the  part  of  his  ministers,  this  system  itself  would  prove  a  failure.  But 
to  abolish  the  old  plan  of  collections,  or  to  speak  of  it  as  some  have  done, 
in  f-uch  a  way  as  to  render  ineffectual  the  efforts  of  an  agent,  is  to  tear 
down  before  w^e  are  ready  to  build  up. 

I  venture  the  opinion  that  half  ot  the  churches  in  the  State  will  not 
take  up  an  occasional  collection.  t.Ld  the  contribution  of  the  other  half 
will  be  diminished  one-half,  unless  some  influence  is  brought  to  bear 
other  than  the  ordinai-y  ministration  ot  the  word  by  the  pastors. 
Churches,  deacons,  pastors,  and  all,  need  to  have  their  souls  fired  by  some 
one  whose  opportuaity  of  knowing  and  appreciating  the  destitution  h 
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greater  than  their  own.     If,  therefore,  the  d'enommatlon  could  unite  m 
regard  to  the  great  end  in  view,  andkave  it  to  those  who  have  the  special 
charge  of  th<j  work  to  Jido^st  such  measures  as  the  varying  <circu instances 
and  condition  of  the  churches  nniy  require,  provided  thtit  the  sn^ans  are 
scriptural,  I  think  we  should  find  but  little  difficulty  in  securing  funds 
for  our  benevolent  operations.     In  other  words,  let  the  denomination 
sanction  the   appointment  of  agents   when  circumstances  re\^uire  that 
agents  aid  the  pastor  in  the  ina'agiiration  of  a  system  of   l>enevolencc 
when  such  a  system  could  be  introduced.     And   thus  v,e  may  siowlj^ 
but  surely  bring  about  the  end  desiied   by  ■&{] — the  introduction  of  a 
system  of  bcnevolenoe  in  our  Churches  whieh  shall  reach  the  entire  mem- 
i^ership.     No  Baptist  can  survey  the  field  and  mark  the  destitution  with- 
ia  our  State  without  feeling  the  deepest  regiet  that  the  want  of  a  plan 
upon  whieh  we  can  all  unite,  should  stand  in  the  way  of  the  great  work 
m  which  we  are  engaged.     It  need  not  here  be  repeated  M'hat  iias  been 
said  in  former  reports  about  the  great  destitution  ia  our  State,  nor  need 
we  reiterate  the  arguments  so  often  i>2peate<i  for  its  speedy  occupati-on. 
We  have  deeply  to  regret  that  m(n'e  has  not  been  done  during  the 
present  year.     But  the  financial  embarrassments  under  which  the  previ- 
ous j-car  was  closed,  together  with  the  drought  and  the  confusion  ocea 
sioned  by  the  causes  above  referred  to  have  so  trammelled  our  operations 
t4iat  we  have  not  been  able  to  Kieet  the  demands  made  upon  us,     Tha 
following  summary  of  labor  performed  by  the  miisionaries  of  the  Bo^rd 
will  we  think  exhibit  a  gratifyiiig  result  from  the  expenditure  oi  the 
funds  committed  to  our  charge. 

Elder  J.  H,  Freeman,  missionary  within  the  bownds  of  the  Pamlico 
Association  reports  sermons  joreached  75,  families  prayed  with  40,  pray- 
er meetings  20,  miles  travelled  806,  protracted  meetings  held  4,  at  which 
80  souls  v/ere  hopefully  converted.  He  adds  that  the  field  is  large  and 
the  destitution  very  great  and  asks  what  gavl  be  done  to  supply  it. 

Elder  W.  R.  Ga^Jtney,  of  Hillslxiro"'  and  Ghapel  Flill  ar.d  tlie  sur- 
rounding country,  reports  the  addition  of  seven  members  to  the  Church 
in  Hillsboro' — a  large  and  prosperous  Sunday  School — has  labored  un- 
der many  disadvantages  on  account  of  the  debt  of  the  Church — several 
additions  to  the  Church  at  Chapel  Hill,  He  has  in-troduced  a  plan  of 
systematic  benevolence  which  is  in  successful  operation. 

Elder  F.  H,  Jones  writes,  I  labored  87  days  as  a  Missionary  in  the 
Yadkin  Association,  preached  4-2  sermons,  delivered  9  Sunday  School 
lectures,  prayed  with  40  families,  had  46  religious  conversations,  32  pro- 
fessed faith  at  the  meeting  which  I  attended,  baptized  5,  travelled  636 
miles.     5Iy  field  of  labor  Iredell  County," 

Elder  D.  J.  Eol^erts  employed  as  Missionary  [in  the  Yeoppim  Union 
of  Chowan  Association,  labored  70  days,  travelled  947  miles,  preached 
45  sermons,  prayer  and  religious  conversations  with  78  families,  aided  ia 
CDiLstituting  one  Church, 
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Elder  J.  M.  C.  Luke  reports  sermons  preached  105,  baptized  55,  pray- 
ed with  95  families,  lectures  10,  prayer  meeting  40,  religious  visits  35, 
Churches  constituted  2,  Sunday  Schools  organized  2,  miles  trayelled 
1,000,  protracted  meetings  attended  7. 

Elder  Luke  says  of  bis  field,  that  the  destitution  is  truly  appalling.  4 
counties  Tiz:  Hyde,  Martin,  Washington  and  Tyrell  are  almost  entire- 
ly destitute  of  Baptist  preaching.  I  fear  that  I  stand  almost  alone  in  the 
midst  of  this  vast  population  with  none  to  strengthen  my  hands.  Do 
send  us  help. 

Elder  C.  J.  Nelson  reports  as  follows :  I  have  travelled  1,682  miles 
visited  191  families,  prayed  with  118  families,  preached  76  sermons, 
prayer  meeting  attended  34,  assisted  in  the  organization  of  2  Churches, 
received  into  fellowship  of  the  Church  by  letter  1.  restoration  4,  baptism 
8,  organized  1  Sunday  School,  delivertid  7  Sunday  School  addresses. 

My  field  embraces  13  counties  in  which  there  are  14  Churches  supplied 
with  regular  preaching.  My  dear  brother,  think  of  this  vast  destitution 
with  an  average  of  one  Baptist  Church  to  each  of  12  counties  and  one 
county  with  2  Churches  and  do  exhori  the  brethren  of  the  more  favored 
sections  of  our  State  to  come  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the 
mighty. 

Elder  Briggs  has  been  laboring  in  sections  of  Currituck  County,  which 
would  have  been  entirely  destitute  but  for  his  labors.  Regular  preach- 
ing has  been  kept  up  and  there  are  flourishing  Sunday  Schools  connec- 
ted with  the  Churches.  Upwards  of  seventy-five  have  been  baptized  by 
him  during  the  last  two  years. 

Elder  K.  Thompson  who  has  been  laboring  asMissionary  agent  for  the 
Northern  section  of  the  Yadkin  Association — has  met  with  commeodable 
success.  In  regard  to  his  effort  to  inculcate  the  doctrine  of  benevolence, 
he  remarks:  *'It  will  require  at  least  3  or  4  years  of  instruction  upcii 
the  subject  of  giving  before  the  brethren  will  do  mtich  in  this  country. 

Eider  D.  B.  Ayres,  travelled  33  days  chiefly  in  Bladen  County,  and 
reports  several  baptisms. 

Elder  G.  W.Hill  writes,  "I  have  labored  lOG  days,  preached  83  ser- 
mons, baptized  30,  and  received,  in  addition,  10  for  baptism.  I  have 
travelled  over  1,000  miles.  My  labors  have  been  chiefly  in  Robeson 
County. 

Elder  J.  H.  Gore  hp.s  labored  101  days,  principrdlj  in  Horry  County, 
S.  C,  and  in  a  portion  cf  Columbus.  He  reports:  preached  109  ser- 
mons, aided  in  the  constitution  of  two  Churches,  and  in  the  ordination 
of  three  deacons.  This  section  greatly  needs  the  constant  labor  of  an 
efficient  Missionary. 

Elder  J.  P.  Lennon,  333  days  of  labor,  preached  200  sermon?,  ]»aptizor) 
218  persons  and  received  some  others  on  relation  of  Christian  experience 
Aud  baptism.     His  field  of  labor  is  in  Brunswick  and  a  part  of  CoUmi 
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bns  Counties,  He  writes,  "I  have  passed  through  some  cheering  sceT\es, 
baptired  one  prea  her  and  severa'  promue  it  ra-mb.'rs  of  Pcdohaptist 
Cliur(?hes.  At  Mt.  Pisnrah  Church,  in  Brunswick  County,  there  has  been 
fv-Tmed  a  Femak  Missionary  Society  which  is  doing  good  work.  There 
has  been  a  general  religious  awakening  throughout  my  field  and  em- 
bracing all  classes/' 

Elder  R.  R.  Overby,  Missionary  to  Elizabeth  City  and  surrounding 
country,  writes.  "  I  have  preached  at  Elif.abeth  City  thirty-five  sermons, 
baptized  one,  religious  visits  62  At  Bc.rea  and  Providence,  we  have 
had  a  glorious  titn«.     Baptised  G7;  restored  2;^ 

Elder  E.  C  Williams  labored  within  the  bounds  of  Hocky  River  Asso- 
ciation, lie  i"eix>rts:  sermons  preached,  75;  loctart^- 6,  organir.^i  tw<» 
Sunday  Schools,  baptized  1,  and  attended  thi-ee  protracted  meetings  at 
wtiich  there  were  a  number  of  conversions.  My  fiekl  of  3aU>r  is  a  very 
promising  one,  but  opi>osition  to  tlie  cause  of  truth  is  rising  from  an  un- 
expected quarter.  The  Roman  Cathoiic-s  have  built  a  Church  near  one 
of  my  preaching  stations  (viz:  in  the  vicinity  of  the  town  of  Corxord) 
and  the  people  are  regarding  this  hcL-^sy  with  more  favor  than  we  bad 
anticipated," 

Elder  B.  C.  Carter  labored  55  days  preached  45  sermons,  organized 
one  Sunday  School,  attended  9  proti-aeted  meetings  at  which  there  were 
75  hopefully  conver'ed,  baptized  46  I  have  labored  chiefly  in  Stanley 
County." 

Rev.  J  H  Lewellen  preached  139  sermons  baptised  21  and  attended 
meetings  at  which  about  70  pes-sons  professed  hop.3,  organized  2  Sunday 
Schools  and  constiiuied  one  Church,  I  have  spent  muciiot  my  time  in 
defending  our  doctrines  and  am  persuaded  that  much  of  tins  kind  o( 
work  is  necessary  in  this  mountainous  region.  We  have  opposition  from 
Metliodist,  Presbyterians,  Anti -Missionary  Baptist,  Carnpl>eHites,  and 
Mormons,  lliis  brother  has  kabortd  with  great  acceptance  in  the  Yad- 
kin Association.'' 

Elder  Wm  Tufner  repoits  regular  stated  pix^achingat  his  station,  High 
Point,  with  a  large  and  improving  coiigiegitioaand  has  had  a  few  addi- 
tions to  his  Church. 

My  l«,lx)rs,  he  s  jys,  ha.ve  been  sj^ent  chiefiy  ia  trying  to  build  up  the 
Church  here  and  in  efforts  to  erect  a  suitable  house  of  worship.  The 
house  has  been  erected  •  but  funds  are  wanting  for  its  completion. 

Cannot  our  brethren  Ixi  induced  to  aid  this  feeble  band  who  have  aot 
the  ability  to  complete  their  house  of  worship  ?  It  is  an  important 
point  and  without  help  frooi  abroad,  what  has  been  done  must  be  sacri- 
ficed.'" 

In  conclusion  wc  would  say  that  the  amount  of  collections  for  State 
Missions  has  reached  upwards  of  S3 .000,  and  h«s  been  duly  exijeiided  ia 
the  payment  of  current  expenses.  A  full  financial  report  of  all  collec- 
tions and  disbursements  will  be  prepared  uvd  properly  audited  in  time 
lo    the  minutes. 
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TT"e  a?e  gratified  to  state  that  the  amG-iint  contribateet  for  Fo7eiga  Mis- 
sions by  the  Sta.te  "will  perhaps  be  in  excess  of  last  year,  notwithstandia? 
the  drought  aad  other  causes  which  have  operated  agaiast  us.  The  Cor- 
responding Seci-etary  has  made  this  oae  of  the  leading  objects  and  in  the 
orgaaisation  of  systematic  benevolence  has  urged  regular  contiibutioLs 
ibr  Fc reign  Missions.  A  full  report  of  all  that  has  been  d&ne  ft>y  this 
object  will  likewise  be  in  readiness  for  the  D^inute?.
